IN THE SPECIFICATION : 

Kindly replace the paragraph beginning at page 6, line 3, with the following: 
FIG. 1 shows a ICP reactor 20 which can process substrates with high density 
plasma. Suitable ICP reactors include TCP™ systems from Lam Research Corp., Fremont, 
CA. See also Ogle, U.S. Patent No. 4,948,458 which is hereby incorporated by reference 
herein. The reactor includes a process chamber 21 in which plasma 22 is generated 
adjacent substrate 23. The substrate is supported on water cooled substrate support 24 and 
temperature control of the substrate is achieved by supplying helium gas through conduit 
25 to a space between the substrate and the substrate support. The substrate support can
